Tuberculous Granuloma of the Nose.—In a paper entitled " Tuberculous 
and Syphilitic Granulomata of the Noso,” by Dr. Wll.UAM Lincoln, of 
Oloveland, Ohio (Lnryngo»cope t January, 1902), two cases are reported, 
occurring In tho cartilaginous nasal septum of two women, aged, rcspec* 
tlvely, forty and forty-live years. 

In the first caso a piece of tumor removed for microscopic examination 
revealed typical tuberculous granulation tissue, with the presence of giant 
cells; nevertheless, syphilitlo clinical history, tho presence of ulcers on tho 
hard palate, and the scarred sites of many others led to the treatment by 
potassium iodide In increasing doses, under which recovery took place, with 
complcto disappearance of the growth, leaving a alight dopreaslon at Its site, 

In the second caso the piece of tumor submitted for mlcroecopio Inspection 
showed the ordinary structure of tuberculous granuloma, with giant colls, 
hut without ovldenco of bacilli. Administration of potassium iodide for a 
month, alone and combined with mercury, not having produed any diminu¬ 
tion In the growth, the whole mass was removed with a sharp curetto. Eight 
months later tho patient returned with an exactly similar granuloma occu¬ 
pying an exactly similar site on the opposite side of tho cartilage; and at 
this time she gavo unmistakable evldeuce, physically and bacteriologically, 
of tuberculosis of tho lungs, from which she died four months later. 
Removal of the tumor had left an ulcer rebellious to treatment. It 1 b pre¬ 
sumed by Dr. Lincoln that the first granuloma In this caso was an instanco 
of primary tubercle of tho nose. A summary of the literature on this sub¬ 
ject is Incorporated in tho paper. 

Oyat of the Inferior Turbinal.— Dr. Richmond McKinney, of Memphis, 
Tenn., reports this case (Journal qf the American Medical Auocialion, March 
22, 1902). It occurred in a stout colored woman, between thirty and thirty- 
five yeare of age, and completely occluded the passage. The growth was 
incised, giving exit to a thin, seropurulent discharge, about a teaspoonful in 
bulk. The cavity of tho cyst was thon freely curetted and cauterized. 
Recovery was uninterrupted. 

Oyetlo Fibroma of the Nasal Cavity.— Dr. McKinney also reports a 
case of cystic fibroma in a boy, aged twelve years. It presented as a loddish, 
polypoid tumor, about the eizo of a hazelnut, pedunculated and apparently 
springing from about the junction of tho cribriform plate of the ethmoid with 
the anterior cartilaginous septum. It was removed by dlvulslon, dir charg¬ 
ing dark, grumous, foul-smelling material, white hemorrhago was very free. 
The site of implantation, which proved to be the cribriform plate, was 
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cauterized with the electric cautery. Histological investigation of tho 
growth Bhowed it to bo a fibroma. 

The X-ray In Determining the Limits of the Frontal Sinus.— Db. John 
HowauD Philip, of San FranclBco, recommends (Journal of the Anuriran 
Medical Awciation, March 22,1902) this method of determining the char* 
acter of tho diseased sinus before operation, and illustrates his remarks 
with a reproduction from a radiograph taken for that purpose at the San 
Francisco Polyclinic. 

In view of tho fact that there aro no frontal sinuses in a great many 
individuals—In some series of autopsies as many as 14 per cent.—this pre¬ 
liminary investigation would, as suggested by Dr. Philip, prevent injury to 
cranial contents in such cases about to be operated upon for supposed dis¬ 
ease of tho sinus, 

Morbid Growths of tho Maxillary Sinuses.— At the late meeting of the 
American Laryngologies!, Ithlnotoglcal, and Otological Society (American 
Medicine, March 16, 1902) Db. Rodebt 0. Myles reported four cases of 
polypi attached to tho upper wall of tho maxillary sinus and protruding 
into tho noso and rhinopharynx. In each instance relief was obtained by 
curetting tho sinus, and, so far as has been ascertained, there has been no 
recurrence. 

Foreign Bodies in the Accessory Nasal Sinuses. -L6hnberg (Munchener 
mediciniichc Wochentchrtfl / American Medicine, March 16,1902) reports two 
cases: 1. A man, aged forty years, had his eye destroyed twenty years pre¬ 
viously by a bursting gun, tho Iron splinter lodging finally in the right 
ethmoid sinus and giving rUo to chronic Inflammation and nasal polyps. 
Tho growth and iron splinter were easily removed by operation. 

2. A man, aged thirty-two years, had a piece of a felt hat-band driven 
through the outer table of tho skull into the right frontal sinus during a 
street brawl. Subacuto traumatic empyema of the cavity ensued, which 
disappeared after operative removal of the piece of felt and drainage into 
the nasal cavity. 

Malignant Disease of the Nose and Accessory Blnuses.-In an exten¬ 
sive paper upon this subject, including tabulations of 183 ciues from pub- 
lished records, Prof. Joseph S. Gibb, of Philadelphia (A r cw York State 
Journal of Medicine, January and February, 1902), describes and depicts two 
cases of bis own—oue of sarcoma of tho mires and tho other carcinoma of the 

mac. 

Empyema of the Sphenoidal Sinus.— Dr. Jonathan WRioiiT.of Brook¬ 
lyn, reports (dmmfi of Otology, Rhinotogy, and Laryngology, February, 1902) 
a case of isolated, unilateral, latent empyema of the sphenoidal sinus, with 
delirium and mental symptoms. Operation; recovery. Tho patient wa3 a 
physician, fifty-seven years of age, who had an attack of influenza iu Jan¬ 
uary, 1901, accompanied with severe coryza and intense pain at the vertex of 
his head, progressing to waul tho occiput and down to below the left eye.
